EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

Thelndian Police Service (Appointment by Promotion) 
Regulations 1955 were amended vide this Department’s noti- 
fication No. 11039/2/76-ATS( L)-B dated the 20th April, 
1976, renumbering the second proviso as third proviso and 
omitting the following explanations 

“In computing the period of service of eight years any 
service rendered in any post essentially involving police duties 
in one or more non-police department, shall be taken into 
consideration if such post is declared by the State Govern- 
ment with the prior concurrence of the Central Government 
as equivalent to that of Deputy Superintendent of Police.” 

Since the intention under-lying the amendments of Re- 
gulation 5(2) of the Indian Police Service (appointment by 
promotion) Regulations, 3 955 was only to relax the statutory 
limit of five times the size of the Select List in the matter 
of considering the State Police Service Officers for inclusion 
in the Select List the omissions of the aforesaid provisions 
which already existed in Regulation 5(2) of the Indian 
Police Service (Appointment by Promotion) Regulations, 
1955 were inadvertantly done and were not intentional.

No 
member of the Service as likely to be affected adversely by 
the amendment being given effect retrospectively from the 
20th April, 1976.

G.S.R. 1397.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the Group C posts in the office of the Registrar General, India, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement .—(1) These rules may be called the office of the Registrar General (Group C Posts) Recruitment 
Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application . — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay .—The number of posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached thereto, 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications, etc, — The methods of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said posts, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person ,— 

(a) who has entered into, or contracted, a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into, or contracted, a mairiage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax —Where the Central Government is of opinion that il is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for rea- 
sons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

7. Saving —Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the members of the 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 1402, — ‘In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession of Deputy

1. Short title and commencement : — (0 These rules may be called the Department of Agr^t\Xre (Specialist, Organic 
Fertilizers) Recruitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 . Number, its classification and scale of pay; — The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules, 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc. The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid : 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct rccuritment in column 6 of the said Schedule may be relaxed in the case of candi- 
dates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes or other special categories of persons in accordance with instruction issued 
by the Central Government from time to time, 

4. Disqualification No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and, there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 
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6* Saving Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in 
this regard.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds for 
so doing, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule.

(b) possesses a post-graduate degree in medicine or 
science or pharmacy or pharmaceutical chemistry 
of a University recognised for the purpose by 
the appointing authority or possesses the Asso- 
ciatship Diploma of the Institution of Chemist* 
(India ) obtained by passing the said examination 
with "Analysis of Drugs and Pharmaceuticals’ as 
one of the subjects and has had after ob'aining 
the said post-graduate degree or diploma not less 
than three years' experience in the testing of dtugs 
in a laboratory under the control of ( 1 ) a Gov- 
ernment Analyst appointed under the Act, or (ii) 
the head of an Institution or testing laboratory 
approved for the purpose by the appointing autho- 
rity : 

Provided that- — 

(i) for the purpose of examination of items in Sche- 
dule C, the person appointed under clause (a) or 
clause (b) should be able to produce evidence of 
satisfactory training in physiology, bacteriology or 
serology or pathology or pharmacology or micro- 
biology and should have experience of testing of 
the said items, in an institution or testing laboratory 
approved by the appointing authority* for a 
period of not less than five years ' in the case of 
a person appointed under clause (a) und of not 
less than three years in the case of u person ap- 
pointed under clause (b); 

(ii) for a period of four years from the dale on which 
Chapter IV of the Act takes effect in the States, 
persons, whose training and experience are regarded 
by the appointing authority as affording, subiect to 
such further training, if any, as may be considered 
necessary, a reasonable guarantee of adequate know- 
ledge and competence, may be appointed as Gov- 
ernment Analysts. The persons so appointed may* 
if the appointing authority so desires, continue in 
service after Ihe expiry of he said period of four 
years; 

(iii) no person who is engaged directly or indirectly in 
any trade or business connected with the manufac- 
ture of drugs shall be appointed as a Government 
Analyst for any area : 

Provided further that for the purpose of exami- 
nation of Antiscia, Toxoid and Vaccines and Diagnos- 
tic Antigens for ^Vtcrinary use, the person appointed thill 
be a person who is a graduate in Veterinary Science or 
general science, or medicine or pharmacy and has had 
not less than five vears* experience in the standardisation of 
biological products or a person holding a post-graduate degree 
in Veterinaiy Science. 01 ^ general Mriencc, or medicine or 
pharmacy or pharmaceutical chemistry with an experience 
of not less than three years in the standardisation of biolo- 
gical products : 

Provided also that persons, already appointed as Govern- 
ment Analysts may continue to remain in service, if the 
appointing authority so desires, notwithstanding the fact that 
they do not fulfil the qualifications as laid down ii clause 
(a), clause (b) or the preceding proviso.”
